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T H E N E W PRIMARY LAW . 


T he first practical test of the direct prim ary law has re 
vealed a number of glaring defects. This is no more than was 
expected. 
It cannot be urged in favor of the repeal of the 
law, and a return to the old convention system, 
The new 
way of selecting nominees has come to stay. 
It is a step for­ 
ward. 
It may require amendments extending over several 
sessions of the legislature to get it into satisfactory shape, 
but that this result will be eventually attained there can be 
no doubt. 
One serious objection is the heavy additional ex­ 
pense entailed both upon the individual candidates and the 
public treasuries. 
T his added cost must eventually fall al­ 
most exclusively upon the taxpayers, whose burdens are 
at present strained to the limit. The increased expense can 
easily be curtailed by judicious amendments so as to bring 
it within reasonable bounds. 
In perhaps every county the 
cost of this direct prim ary election will far exceed the expense 
of the general election in November. This is an outrage that 
will not be submitted to indefinitely. 
Another weak spot is the facility given for m ixing up can­ 
didates of different parties on the same party ticket. 
We 
have had an exemplification of this in the local contest in 
this county. This gap, which makes it possible for one man 
to monopolize all party nominations for any particular office, 
should be closed up at the earliest possible moment. 
The 
law should not sanction the implied abandonment of political 
principles involved in trying to capture the endorsement for 
official position from two opposing parties, 
Neither a candi­ 
date for office nor the voter should be permitted to travel out­ 
side of his party lines in casting his vote at the primaries. 
If not satisfied with the printed list of candidates on his bal­ 
lot, the privilige of writing other names in the blank spaces 
should be abridged to the extent of confining his scratching 
proclivities to registered voters of his own party. 
As it now 
stands the door is thrown wide open for the perpetration of 
fraud and trickery. 
Another weak point is the fact that, in case of no party 
candidate being printed on tbe ballot, one or more names 
written on the ballots are sufficient to constitute a nomina­ 
tion. 
This seems inconsistent with the spirit of the primary 
law. There ought to be a minimum limit—say ten or fifteen 
per cent of the total party vote cast at snch primary—and 
unless tbe written votes reach or exceed this minimum, the 
individual in whose behalf they were cast should be ignored. 


T he proposition to place a limit on state and county taxes 
is one that will meet with general favor, 
A constitutional 
amendment to that effect would carry overwhelmingly. 
It 
is realized that governmental expenses for state and county 
purposes have been increasing by leaps and bounds at an 
alarm ing rate of late years. 
Sooner or later the people will 
demand that a halt be called to the carnival of extravagance. 
The proposition to separate state and county taxes, which has 
been agitated for years, m ay not be without merit, but it is 
not likely to prove’ an adequate remedy for the evil com­ 
plained of. 
Indeed, the idea was prompted by the fact that 
more money must be raised to meet the growing demands of 
the state government. 
It is quite probable th at even limit­ 
ing the tax rate will not work the desired relief of taxpayers. 
It is easy to get around a limiting provision by an abitrary 
raise of the assessment roll. 
A board of supervisors, how­ 
ever, that resorted to this plan to violate the spirit of the law 
and impose additional burdens upon tbe people, would court 
defeat at the polls. 


H iram Johnson, the Lincoln-Roosevelt league candidate, 
has carried the nomination for governor on the republican 
ticket. 
He got there by a division of the stalw art republican 
vote among four competitors. 
Curry proved far the strong­ 
est of the regulars, hut went down to defeat because the auti- 
Jolmson forces were unable to conceutrate upon him. 
The 
cry of “ kick the railroad out of politics’’—sounded ’hrough 
the state with all the vehemence and ability of the candidate 
—tickled the popular fancy. Johnson was not our choice for 
governor, but now that he has been nominated, he is our 
candidate, and we hope he will receive the loyal support of 
every republican iu the county.

There will be enough to e a t during 
the next forty years a t least, if the 
conclusions of Prof. M. A. 
Carleton, 
o f the United States D epartm ent of 
Agriculture, are justified. 
Of thd, 
1,900,947,200 acres 
constituting 
the 
to tal land area of the U nited States, 
the farm s occupied 838,591,774 acres in 
1900, and should exceed 1.300,000,000 
acres in 1950, when the improved farm 
area should be 760,000,000 acres. 
The 
area in wheat—which has averaged 5.2 
p er cent for several decades—should 
be 6 per cent by 1960, or a total of 
about 80,000,000 acres. 
A t 20 bushels 
per acre, 6 bushels being allowed as 
the increase in yield, this area would 
produce 1,600,000.000 bushels of wheat. 
One prediction is that th e 
United 
S tates will have a population of 200,­ 
000,000 in 1950, and if this should be 
realized and the per capita consump­ 
tion of wheat should increase from the 
present 6 bushels to 8 bushels, then 
the country can just supply its own 
w heat. 
It is extremely improbable, 
however, that either population or con­ 
sumption will reach the high 
point 
named. 
To the 900,000,000 
bushels 
estim ated as the increase in United 
S ta te ’s yield may be added 1,500,000,000 
as the probable increase in production 
of Capada, the “ black e a rth ’’ area of 
eastern Europe and Siberia, and A r­ 
gentina, making a total increase of 
1,400,000,000 bushels in the chief ex­ 
porting countries. 
Reasons are found 
for placing the world’s demand for 
w heat at 5,500,000,000 bushels in 1950, 
an increase of 2,000,000,000 
bushels 
over the present, so th at an ample 
supply is probable. 
The thoracograph of Dr. 
Dufestel 
includes an 18-inch copper ring, which 
is placed around the subject’s body, 
and supported at any desired height. 
As a small carriage moves around the 
ring, an ebonite wheel pressing against 
the person's body, acts on a panto­ 
graph th at draws on cross-ruled paper 
an exact contour of the chest-inflated 
or deflated. 
H eating lubricating oils to 450 deg. 
F. is the simple test given the Ameri­ 
can society for testing m aterials. 
In­ 
ferior oils darken; good oils 
show 
little change. 
The so-called “ dew-ponds’’ of the 
dow ns,’’ are still an interesting prob­ 
lem. 
They are all artificial, some of 
them modern but others older than the 
knowledge of man, and they 
may 
supply the hilltop with an abundance 
of w ater while the lowland is parched 
with drouth. 
They may be 30 to 75 
feet in diameter, the depth of w ater 
being not more than three or four 
feet. 
An impervious bottom is neces­ 
sary to the dew-pond, 
and 
usually 
consists of a layer of puddled chalk or 
clay, over which is spread a layer of 
rubble, with straw between or below 
the two layers. 
A current theory is 
th at this heat insulated bottom con­ 
denses the invisible moisture of the 
air into dew, that keeps the cool 
basin filled. 
It appears th a t 
this 
view is not universal, however, 
for 
in some localities the ponds have been 
known 
as 
“ cloud-ponds, ’ ’ 
“ fog- 
ponds, ” 
or 
mist-ponds. ’ ’ | Among 
meteorologists, the opinion has been 
expressed that rain alone may fill the 
basins, although 
their 
position 
on 
sum m its does not admit of accumula­ 
tion by drainage. 
A fter extensive 
observations on behalf of th e Royal 
Society, Edward A. Martin concludes 
th at much of the water is supplied in 
Sussex and Kent and carry heavy loads 
moisture. 
Places expecially ex­ 
posed to these fogs seem to have been 
referred for the ponds. 
How the heart is affected by dif­ 
feren t kinds of work is not known, but 
the engineer at least appears to be 
peculiarly liable to heart trouble. This 
term inates fatally in his case at the 
average age of 60. 
These conclusions 
are reached by a British statistician 
from a study of the annual report of 
the Amalgamated Society of Engi­ 
neers, which has a membership 
of 
more than 
100,000, 
and 
publishes 
m ortality tables showing 214 deaths 
from affections of the heart, 
in each 
1000, but only 98 from pneumonia, 93 
from bronchitis, and 91 from old age. 
A new German method of decorating 
m etallic objects consists in applying a 
paste containing powder of a more 
easily melted metal, with a reducing 
agent, and a liquid boiling below the 
m elting point of the powder. 
Just 
enough heat is then applied to cuuse 
the m etallic coating to fuse an i ad­ 
here. 
Metals of varied color may be 
applied. 
A new sizing material patented in 
Germany, is prepared as a powder, 
and is a mixture of 50 p arts 
by 


weight of gum arabic, 
5 of w heat 
flour, 2 of gum tragacanth 25, of d ex ­ 
trin, 15 of sugar, and 3 of magnesium 
sulphate. 
The compound is designed 
especially 
for 
artists, 
bookbinders, 
and wall paper manufacturers/- 
It is 
easily transported, is quickly made 
ready for use on dissolving in w ater, 
and is claimed to have important ad ­ 
vantaged over other sizing m aterials 
in being perm anent, adhering firmly to 
all surfaces, and taking ink satisfac 
torily. 
The magnesium sulphate gives 
strong adhesion to smooth sufaces also 
increasing the power 
of absorbing 
emulsified oils. 
A mntt surface is 
given to the size by the wheat flour, 
and this surface very satisfactorily 
takes ink. 
Some curious observations have been 
made on the sounds given out-by bars 
of iron on receiving a blow. 
The in­ 
tensity of the sound depends on the 
temperature, and with increase of the 
temperature the intensity diminishes 
until it reaches a vanishing point near 
100 deg. C. 
On rising from 150 deg. 
to a full red heat, the sound returns, 
reaches a maximum, and again falls 
off and ceases. 
The “ extinction in ­ 
terval” depends on the proportion of 
carbon in the iron or steel. 
It is 100 
deg. to 150 deg. for pure iron, 95 deg. 
to 145 deg. 
for 0.2 per cent carbon 
steel, and 85 deg. to 120 deg. for 0.45 
per cent carbon steel. 
Steel having 
1.3 per cent of carbon does not show 
the peculiarity. 
An artificial wood patented in E ng­ 
land by S. J. Davis and J. 
Rowell is 
made from 75 per c e n t' of peat moss, 
10 of starch, 10 of glue, and 5 of for­

So common is the American habit of 
pointing to g re a t fortunes as evidence 
of the country’s wealth that it too 
often diverts attention from the real 
basis of our financial strength—the 
accumulated riches of the plain people. 
It is a fortunate thing, 
therefore, 
that we have an occasional view of 
this humbler aspect of the situation, 
the latest of which is presented in a 
compilation prepared by William Han- 
hart, secretary of the savings bank 
section of 
th e 
American 
Bankers’ 
Association. 
Mr H anhart’s figures, compiled from 
reports of th e 
comptroller 
of 
the 
currency, and the Monetary Commis­ 
sion, show th a t the average deposit in 
American savings banks is almost four 
times as g reat as the average 
for 
Europe, Asia, 
Africa, 
Canada 
and 
Oceana, and th a t the average deposit 
per capita of population is six times 
greater in the U nited States than in 
the geographical divisions named. 
According to the report under con­ 
sideration the total savings bank de­ 
posits in the world are $15,889,672,014, 
and of this total $56,787,35,379 belongs 
to Americans. 
One American in every 
six has money in a savings bank, and 
the 
average 
deposit ■ amounts 
to 
$381.21, while in the rest of the world 
only one in every eight is a depositor, 
and 
the 
average 
deposit is 
only 
$101.66. 
Stated 
in 
another 
way, 
American savings bank depositors have 
$5,000,000,000 and sense, and they live 
in a land where wealth accumulates and 
men do not decay. 


Spanish Dry Diggings 


In the August number of the Grizzly 
Bear, Thomas R. Jones contributes an 
article entitled “ The Gold Excitement 
Was at its H eight Fifty Years A go,” 
and the following mentions is made of 
El Dorado county:

Dorado county, was turning out men 
who made their pile nearly every day. 
“ The G rit” claim paid five men forty- 
six pounds in one day, valued at $9,­ 
000. 
One pan of dirt contained eleven 
pounds of gold worth over $2,000. The 
owners of this claim were P. J. Rob­ 
inson, L. Davis, J. Swift, J. Worden 
and G. W. Ham er. 
On March 12th C. 
B. Rogers, a fte r having made $2,000 
in ten days, sold his one-third interest 
in a claim to his partners, Noah Barr 
and G. C. Croston, for $1,000.

next day they struck a seam of decom­ 
posed quartz two inches 
wide 
and 
cleaned up $7,000. 
One run yielded 
328 
ounces 
or 
over 
twenty-seven 
pounds of gold worth $5,700. 
From a 
drift seven feet long and three feet 
wide they extracted in five days rock 
that yielded 182 pounds and 8 ounces 
of gold worth $38,360—on one day the 
yield was $11,550.” 
According to official reports more 
than two hundred million of dollars 
have been taken from thu mines of El 
Dorado county in the past sixty ye :s 
and modern methods with systenn c 
mining will probably take as m i l 
more out during the next half centu: . 
There is plenty of gold yet in th.s 
county, the surface alone having been 
dartially scratched over.

BOINNEFOY’S 
INJURIES FATAL 


Popular M iner Laid to 
His Final Rest 
Yesterday 


Geo. P. Bonnefoy died at Copper 
Hill last Monday. A ugust 15, at 5:45. 
Bonnefoy was employed at the Copper 
Hill mine and had attem pted to e x ­ 
tinguish a large brush fire which had 
been raging n e a r the mine. 
The un ­ 
fortunate man was 52 years of age, 
a native of C alifornia, and a m ember 
of Plymouth parlor. No. 48, N. S. G. 
W., under w hose auspices the funeral 
was, conducted on Thursday afternoon 
August 18, from the Latrobe hotel a t 
2 o’clock. 
Bonnefoy, wno is foreman at the 
Copper Hill m ine is thought to have 
gone out into th e fields to beat out a 
fire, and so p rev en t it from destroying 
fences and outbuildings. 
While he 
was putting o u t the blaze he failed to 
notice th at th e fire was being back 
fired, and as a resu lt he was caught 
between 
the 
flames 
and 
severely 
burned about th e hands, he was found 
later unconscious and with life nearly 
extinct. 
Dr. H art of Sacramento, was called, 
and hastened to Copper Hill in a large 
auto. 
Dr. N orm an of Plymouth also 
called Dr. E ndicott of Jackson, who 
hastily drove to the scene of the acci­ 
dent. 
Bonnefoy. how ever, was past m edi­ 
cal assistance, and 
never 
regained 
consciousness up to his death. 
The u n ­ 
fortunate man is well known in A m a­ 
dor county, and has a host of friends 
in Jackson who bew ail his sad and u n ­ 
tim ely death. 
The p articu lars of this sad affair 
are not fully known. 
He must have 
gone out alone. 
There seems to have 
been no one w orking with him a t th e 
danger point. 
H is presence on th e 
windward side o f the fire was evident­ 
ly not known to the others who w ere 
backfiring. 
A s soon as this firng w as 
started, of course he was threatened 
with suffocation 
from 
smoke 
and 
flame. 
It is probable he took the only 
course open, 
nam ey, made a brave 
rush through th e flames th a t were b e ­ 
ing driven in upon him by the wind. 
In doing this he was evidently o v er­ 
come by sm oke or inhaling the flames, 
and fell exhausted. 
The burns about 
the body w ere severe, but not sufficient 
to cause death, in so short a time. 
Deceased h as been working a t th e 
Copper mine ow ned by W. 
F. D e te rt 
for a number o f years. 
He was p ro ­ 
prietor of the L atrobe hotel, and also 
recently purchased 
the 
Vanderpool 
ranch near Plym outh, 
and preparing 
to engage in th e dairy business. 
H e 
was getting along nicely in worldly 
circum stances. 
He leaves a wife and 
several children, all grown 
up 
to 
mourn nis sad encl.

connection therewith in the city and county 
bf San Francisco: to create a sinking fund 
for the payment of said bonds: to define the 
duties of state officers In relation theret >; to 
make an appropriation of five thousand dol­ 
lars for the expense of printing said bonds; 
and to provide for the submission of this 
act to a vote of the people. 
The people or the State of California, repre­ 
sented in senate and assembly, do enact as 
follows: 
S e c t io n 1. For the purpose of providing a 
fund for the payment of the indebtedness here­ 
by authorized to be incurred by the«board of 
state harbor commissioners for the erection of 
wharves, piers, seawall, state railroad, spurs, 
betterments and appurtenance», and necessary

Tho amount that shall have 
been paid at such sale as accrued interest on the 
bonds sold shall tie by the treasurer of the state, 
immediu ely after such sale, paid into tho treas­ 
ury ot tho stale and placed In the interest and 
sinking fund.

C h a p t e r 4(J7. An Act to provide for the issu­ 
ance and sale of state .bonds to create a fuud 
for the uciiutsition by the board of state har­ 
bor commissioners of a necessary area for a 
tidal basin for wharves, docks, piers, harbors 
aud appurtenances in the city and county of 
San Francisco; to create a sinking fund for the 
payment of said bouds; and defining tho du­ 
ties of state officers in relation thereto; mak­ 
ing au appropriation of one thousand dollars 
for tlie expense of printing said bonds; aud 
providing for the submission of this act to h 
vote of the people. 
Tho people of tne State of California, repre­ 
sented in senate aud assembly, do enact as 
follows: 
S e c t io n 1 For the purpose of providing a 
fund lor the payment of the indebtedness auth­ 
orized to be incurred by the board of state har­ 
bor commissioners for the acquisition of the 
necessary area for a tidal basin extending the 
area of India basin on the water front of the

Huertos I. (rotthe purpose of providing a 
fund for the paym ent or the Indebtedness 
hereby authorised to ho incurred by (lie 
hoard of state harbor commissioners tor the 
hav of Han lilego for harbor Improvements, 
consist of the erection of n seawall, wharves, 
piers, slate railroad, spurs, betterments nnd 
appurtenances In the county of Han niego, at 
a cost not to exceed one million live h u n ­ 
dred thousand dollnrs. which said seawall, 
wharves, |ilers, state railroad, spurs, hotter- 
ments nnd appurtenances the mild board of 
stale harbor commissioners for San Diego 
bay are hereby empowered to construct, in 
the manner authorised by law, at a cost not 
to exceed one m illion live hundred thousand 
dollars, tho stato treasurer shall, Immediate­ 
ly after tho Issuance of the proclamation of 
the governor provided for In section ten of 
this net, prepare tlfteen hundred suitable 
bonds of the State of California til thn de­ 
nomination of one thousand dollars each, to 
be numbered fnom one to fifteen hundred, 
inclusive, and to bear date of the second day 
of.Inlv. nineteen hundred eleven. The total 
Issue of said bonds shall npt.exceed the sum 
of one million five hnncfred thousand dol­ 
lars, and llie.v shall bear Interest at the rate 
of four per cent per annum from tho date of 
Issuance thereof.

questing such sale shall have been adopted 
by the board of state harbor commissioners 
for San Diego bay, ansi said board shall not 
pass such resolution until In tlielr judgm ent 
the actual harbor receipts, and those reason­ 
ably anticipated, will justify such sale of 
bonds, and te consequent increased barden 
on harbor receipts.

of Religious Political 


Serm on 


Sheriff G regory, 
who is a can d i­ 
date on t le dem ocratic ticket for r e ­ 
election to th e office he now holds, 
started a series of speeches last F rid ay 
evening a t Plym outh, 
on 
S aturday 
evening he shouted at lone, Sunday 
evening he talk ed a t S utter Creek, and 
Monday evening he plead at Jackson. 
The long-tim e sheriff, who adm itted 
he had grown g ra y while holding office 
and living on th e taxpayers, it w ill be 
noted delayed h is series of talks u n til 
Friday evening, when he knew it would 
be impossible to answ er 
his 
poany 
blunders and 
m istatem ents. 
A fte r 
railing this p ap er throughout the low er 
part of the county, 
and we may add, 
securing for us a t least three paid up 
subscribers fo r one year, in so doing 
he treated the citizens of the county 
seat with his speech which had toned 
from the roar o f an infuriated bull 
to 
that of a pleading, 
“ please Mr R e ­ 
publican.” 


A well built box of large dim ensions 
and reinforced on the top with p la n k s 
was placed in fro n t of Spagnoli's d ru g 
store, and from th is tem porary th ro n e 
the agitated sheriff made his pleading 
speech. 
A t ab o u t 8 :15 
the 
T exas 
veteran stepped onto the box and b e ­ 
gan by say in g : 
Fellow citizens and 
friends, and w ith a few ungram m atical 
sentences b ro u g h t out a 
ia W illiam 
J. Bryan, purposely to win the a tte n ­ 
tion of the laborers, he informed his 
hearers, 
“ 1 am no scholar, 
I never 
as much as 
looked 
inside 
of 
a 
gram m ar, and I w an t to tell you I ’d 
rather shake th e hand of an honest 
uneducated lab o rer every day of th e 
year, than to g ra sp the paw of an 
educated rascal one day of the year. ’ ’ 
A fter inform ing his hearers th a t he 
would not a tte m p t to educate any p e r ­ 
son politically, he 
stated 
th a t 
he 
wished only to instruct his h earers 
how to handle th e ballot at this p r i­ 
mary 
election. 
This 
statem ent, 
changed a trifle, w as uttered at in te r­ 
vals throughout his speech. 
He d e ­ 
clared he had received the best legal 
advice in A m ador county on the su b ­ 
ject, and in h is travels through th e 
county he was 
asked by 19 out o f 
every 20 men to explain to them th e 
prim ary law. 
The reader here can 
judge if the pleader was telling th e 
truth. 
“ This, then is my reason for com ­ 
ing before you to-night, to explain to 
you the prim ary 
law .” 
He tried to 
explain as fa r 
as his 
knowledge 
allowed him to venture, the reason 
the primary law was adopted, u sin g 
the Santa Cruz 
convention, and A be 
Rufe as the cause for the 
reform 
fright. 
He explained how this county 
was carried for Bell by 150 m ajority 
and how G illett lo st 290 votes. 
Now 
he shouted, it is in your hands to elect 
your own candidates to serve you fo r 
the next four y ea rs, all of which he 
supposed was inform ation never before 
told or heard of in Jackson. 
A fter 20 
m inutes of explaining the ballots to 
those who could not read the A nglo 
Saxon language, and impressing upon 
the ignoramus th e fact that the law 
says a vote can be cast for whom ever 
the voter w ishes to have it count he in ­ 
formed his h ea rers of the fact th a t 
the republicans had one half dozen 
candidates on th e ir ticket to the d e ­ 
m ocrats one, and added the one w ith 
the longest stick will get the p e r­ 
simmons. He failed to call thq attention 
however, th a t on his own ticket tw o 
candidates w ere fighting for the p e r­ 
simmons which have been fattening him 
for 14 years. 
M ore slush about m a rk ­ 
ing ballots w as handed out and r e ­ 
peated three tim e s over, and then ris 
ing on his toes h e shouted, please M r 
voter, if you d o n ’t w ant me, d o n 't 
vote for me a t th e prim ary and th e n 
cut my throat in November. 
The interesting p art of the speech, 
however, was to come, the audience of 
women and children seemed more or 
less disappointed a t the tone of his a d ­ 
dress, und to any stranger it 
w as 
easily apparent they expected som e 
thing 
more 
fro m the 
sheriff 
of 
many years. 
T he smile appeared on 
the faces of each one as the heavy 
man began to bew ail the outcome of a 
small card and pencil which he had in 
augurated solely for the purpose of 
enabling the public to have clean poli 
tics. 
He explained the purpose of th e 


card, and added w hatever can be 
said 
of the card can be said of the circular 
which I issued later. 
Should I m ention any names during 
my speech, it is w ith the tenderest. and 
greatest respect, he continued, you all 
know how hard it is 
to speak o f 
i 
m atter associating itself with other in 
dividuals, w ithout using their nam es. 
I love Richard W ebb, he said, 
b u t 
not as much as m y wife, 
1 love my 
wife, and I love my God, 
and I can 
say I don’t q u ite love 
Webb 
th a t 
much, I ain’t like the fellows th a t 
said 1 love w ife, but. 0 
you kid, he 
added. 
Then picking up an editorial 
clipped from th e Ledger and pasted to 
a cardboard, he attem pted to analyse 
the article and 
explain 
it 
to 
his 
hearers. 
His explanation was a m ess, 
and not a t all enjoyed, the crowd how ­ 
ever, fairly shouted when he com pared 
him self with a little yellow dog th a t 
was 
buried by 
its 
m aster, 
a fte r 
foolishly g ettin g killed by trying to do 
its best. 
He entertained the crow d 
with another g rav e yard story, a fte r 
describing the conditions which greeted 
Bell four years ago. 
His stories w ere 
apparently enjoyed, and it is to be r e ­ 
gretted th at he did not tell more of 
them. He told o f the Ledger's e d ito r­ 
ial in which he said he was claimed to 
be between tw o fires and two anvils, 
and two m illstones, and cautioned both 
millstones who w ere 
present, 
and 
heard his address, to beware, lest th e y 
become ground to powder in a tte m p t­ 
ing to crush or flatten out a well te m ­ 
pered piece of ste el such as he has 
proven himself to be. 
Here he w as 
applauded, and th e only time in his 
speech, by the ladies. 
It was a p ity 
th a t the man w as compelled to con­ 
tinue an address to such an unappre­ 
ciative audience. 
“ Why, 
he 
fa irly 
obbed, many, m an y sleepless n ig h ts 
I ’ve spent in preventing clothes lines 
from being robbed, 
you wives and 
children go home and w rite down all 
the good I have done and reason o u t 
for yourselves if you do not think I 
am deserving o í reelection. 
He told 
of how 
he prevented the anarchists 
from carrying th e red flag through th e 
streets of Am ador, how he had cleaned 
up all red neckties and red buttons, 
and prevented a la rg e delegation from 
parading in Jackson. D ram atically he 
told of going dow n into the midst o f a 
band of cutthroats and murderers, and 
declaring he w as his own law, 
in 
carrying out h is orders. 
But th e 
clim ax of the em pty 
address 
w as 
reached when he compared 
h im self 
with Jesus C hrist, th e son of the m ost 
high. 
Why, he cried from his box 
throne, they call m e wicked for m a k ­ 
ing a politcal cam paign speech la st 
Sunday in S u tte r C reek. 
Jesus did 
as much on Sunday, he declared, and 
the bible proves it. 
If Jesus could go 
through the stre e ts 
preaching 
and 
healing the sick and afflicted, I can 
preach clean politics on Sunday. 
I am a free A m erican he continued, 
and can speak w herever and when-* 
ever I please. 
Christ went in to the cornfield and 
stole corn, he to ld the sick man to 
tak e his bed and go, 
and the holy 
scripture, he declared, tells us th a t th e 
Sabbath was m ade for man and n o t 
rpan for the S ab b ath . 
C hristianity, 
religion and politics go hand in hand 
he shouted, then quoting a four line 
poem to season th e talk with in te lli­ 
gence, he again explained the mouldy 
subject of reg istratio n , 
drained th e 
last drop of a la rg e pitcher of w ater, 
and stepped down from his throne 
to 
the earth. 
Many republican candidates 
w ere 
heard to rem ark, 
a fte r the address 
had finished, 
“ W hy th a t speech w as 
worth $50 in my ow n cam paign.” 


R ather Mixed. 


The first trial o f the new prim ary 
law brought o u t m any incongruities 
in this county; som e of them u tte rally 
inexplicable. In tw o Jackson precincts 
outside the city lim its, for instance 
the( republican and dem ocratic voters 
for the same candidate were added to ­ 
gether, instead o f being kept separate. 
W. H. G reenhalgh got a m ajority of 
votes on the dem ocratic ticket, and in 
these precincts his democratic votes 
were added to th e votes in the rep u b li­ 
can column, 
th e re b y giving him con­ 
siderably more th a n there were r e ­ 
publican ballots cast. 
The same w as 
done with all u th e r candidates. 
R e ­ 
publican delegates to county conven­ 
tion were voted fo r to democratic co n ­ 
vention, and vice versa. 
There w ere 
many other m ix ups.
